“LAW OF FLIGHT” 
USED BY GERMANS, 
BELGIUM CHARGES 


oners Were Released, Then 
Fired On. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—A partial list 
of the alleged German atrocities in Bel- 
gium, against which the Belgian King 
has sent a protest to President Wilson, 
was made public today by Count Louis 
de Lichtervelde, secretary of the Bel- 
gian commission bearing the protest. 
The commission reached this city today 
on its way to Washington. 
“At Linsmeau, when the Germans en- 
tered the village, two uniformed gen- 
darmes attacked the Germans,’’ Counr 
dé Lichtervelde said. ‘In revenge, the 
village was invaded on the night of 
Aug. 10. Two farms were devastated, 
the crops were destroyed or carried 
away; six houses were burned and all 
the men were compelled to hand over 
their arms. 
“It was found that none of the 
guns had been discharged recently, 
and finally the men were separate4d 
into three detachments. Two of the 
detachments disappeared. A third, 
consisting of 11 men, was driven at 
the point of the bayonet into a ditch 
and when they were piled in, the 
German soldiers set upon them and 
teat their brains out with the butt 
ends of rifles. The 11 battered 
bodies were found later by Belgtan 
troops. 

Wounded Colonel Shot. 
“On Aug. 12, after the battle of 
Haelen, Col. Van Damme, commander 
of a Belgian regiment, was lying 
wounded on the battlefield. He was 
unable to move, several German 
soldiers found him and placing their 
revolvers against his mouth, blew his 
head off. 

“At Boucelles, the German troops 
went into battle carrying the Belgian 
fiag. On Aug. 10 the German cavalry 
raided the town of Velen while the in- 
habitants slept. 

“One instance of what they did may 
be cited in the case of a man named 
Deglimme, whose house was fired and 
looted. He and his wife were taken 
from the house half naked. He was 
dragged away in one direction, she in 
another. She was released when two 
miles away and told to run. When she 
ran, the German soldiers fired at her, 
tut she escaped the bullets and stag- 
gered back to the site of the rufned 
home fn a pitiable condition. Her hus- 
band also was released, and fired upon 
when he ran. He was found mortally 
wounded next day on the road outside 
the town."

Official Protest States That Pris.

LONDON, Sept. 11.

ODAY, which closes the sixth week 
+ of the European war, sees all the 

French armies, aided by practic- 
ally the whole of the British expedi- 
tionary army, fighting the larger part 
of the field army of Germany, on a 
line which goes east from Paris to 
Vitry-le-Francois, north to Verdun and 
thence south to Switzerland, along the 
great barrier forts of Toul, Epiral and 
Belfort. In Berlin, Paris and London 
no attempt is made to disguise the fact 
that the consequences of the engage- 
ment will be tremendous, may 
be decisive, so far as the present stage 
of the struggle is concerned. Nor is 
there any reason to doubt the state- 
ment, now becoming familiar, that up- 
ward of 2,000,000 men are actually en- 
gaged in battle. 

While the conflict is still going on, 
therefore, 
amine briefly certain circumstances, to 
answer certain questions, to canvass 
certain possibilities. First, why have 
the French armies elected to stand on 
the present line? Simply and obviously 
because further retreat would permit 
German armies to intervene between 
Paris on the west and the great bul-

Can’t Retreat Farther. 
Up to this moment the French retreat 


has been slowly south, the eastern flank 
protected by the frontier fortresses 
from Verdun to Belfort. The western, 
after long being in peril because of 
terman flanking operations, came home 
squarely on Paris more than a week 
azo. 

If the French center should retreat 
farther, it would have to swing west, 
not south, surrender its connection with 
the barrier fortresses and the French 
right. This army is fighting about 
Nancy, defending the gap between the 
barrier fortresses of Toul and Epinal, 
the eastern gate to Paris. The French 
center, facing north and northwest from 
Vitry-Le-Francois to Verdun, would 
then have ‘to be left to do the best they 
could, assailed on the east from Lor- 
raine by Gen. von Heerngen’s army, 
from the north by the Crown Prince’s 
troops, and on the west, and presently 
on the south, by Duke Albrecht’s army. 

The left. made up of French and En- 
glish armies and the garrison of Paris, 
would in turn be open to attack north, 
east, and presently south, by the Ger- 
man armies which have come south 
from Belgium, and would be thrown 
back on Paris and enveloped, or would 
have to go south of the Lotre, leave 
Paris to defend herself and lose all op-

Life Line for Paris. 

In this situation, the French have 
elected to fight, and on the portion 
of this line which constitutes, in some 
fashion, the very life line connecting 
Paris and the eastern frontier, on a 
front of some 50 miles betwen Mont- 
mirail and Vitry-le-Franrcois, the ter- 
rific force of the German attack is 
falling, in a final attempt to separate 
the two strongholds of French re- 
sistance—Paris and the eastern forts, 
and the armies in and about them. 

Such is the situation. It remains to 
consider why the French have per- 
mitted themselves to be driven back to 
2 position in which they must make a 
fight of this sort. Here the answer is 
twofold. First, since Germany has a 
far larger population than France, she 
is able to maintain a much greater 
army. Since Russian mobilization was 
slower than hers, she was able to turn 
against France an army more consid- 
erable than the French, even when re- 
inforced by the British, and having the 
cffensive, she was able to attack all the 
points she selected, thus enabling her 
to have an overwhelming advantage at 
the decisive point. 

The problem for the French was to 
avold destruction or the division of their 
forces, until such time as the deflec- 
tion of German troops to the Russian 
frontier should deprive Germany of the 
numerical advantage. They were then, 
in the nature of things, compelled to ré 
treat, always endeavoring to inflict as 
great punishment as possible on the 
Germans and yet escape a dangerous 
decisive action. 

France's Fabian Policy. 

To delay as long as possible the Ger- 
man advance to the line where thé 
French always knew they must stand. 
to await the progress of Russian ad- 
vance until such time as the Kaiser's 
general staff would have to send army 
corps east—and then to turn upon the 
German army, diminished in numbers 
by drafts to the east, wearied by tre- 
mendous exertions and weakened by the 
enormous losses incident to their meth- 
od of making attacks by Mass, sepa- 
rated by many miles from their rail- 
way bases, in a hostile country ant 
compelled to detach many thousands of 
men to guard their communications— 
this was French strategy, and the 
french answer to the imperious neces- 
sity of German strategy. namely to 
crush France before Russia came up. 

Now Russia has come up. Her vic- 
tories in the East have compelled the 
withdrawal of many thousands of first 
line troops from France. Meantime, 
German losses have been enormous, and 
as yet no real German strategical suc- 
cess has rewarded the magnificent cour-

German Communications Menaced, 
Say the British Correspondents 


LONDON, Sept. 1.—The -correspond- 
ent of the Times at Bordeaux sends the 
following:

Oaly One “BROMO QUININE” 
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LONDON, Sept. 11.~The Rouen 
(France) correspondent of the Daily 
Matl sends a picturesque story of & 
great cavairy charge at Thuin, a town 
in Belgium near Charierol, and the sub- 
sequent retreat to Complegne. The 
story covering the same period of action 
as Gen. French's report to Harl Kitch- 
ener, follows: 

“On Monday morning, Aug. 24, after 
chafing at the long delay, the Second 
British Cavalry Brigade let loose at the 
enemy’s guns. The Ninth Lancers went 
into action, singing and shouting like 
school boys. 

“For a time all seemed well, few sad- 
dies were emptied and the leaders had 
charged almost within reach of the ene- 
my’s guns, when suddenly the Germans 
opened a murderous fire from at least 
20 concealed machine guns at a range of 
1560 yards. 

‘The result was shattering, and the 
lancers caught the full force of the 
storm. Vicomte Vauvineux, a French 
cavalry officer, who rode with the bri- 
gade as interpreter, was killed. Capt. 
Letourey, who was the French master 
of a school in Devon, was riding by the 
side of Vauvineux and had a narrow 
escape, as his horse was shot from un- 
der him. Other officers also fell. 

Wire Entangled Vanguard, 

‘‘While the bulk of the brigade swerved! 
to the right, the others held on, and 
rode full tilt into wire entanglements, 
buried in the grass 80 yards in front of 
the machine guns, and were made pris- 
oners. Three regiments of the best cav- 
alry in the British army went into the 
charge and suffered severely. The 
Kighteenth Hussars and the Fourth 
Dragoons also suffered, but not to the 
same extent as the others. 

“A happy feature of the charge was 
the gallant conduct of Capt. Grenfell, 
who, though twice wounded, called for 
volunteers and saved the guns. It is 
said that he has been recommended for 
the Victoria Cross. 

“After this terrible ordeal, the Brit- 
ish brigade was harassed for four days 
of retreat, the enemy giving: them rest 
neither day or night. At 2 o’clock each 
morning they were roused by artillery 
fire, and every day they fought a re- 
tiring action pursued relentlessly by the 
guns. 

Cavalry Begged for Fight. 

‘It was a wonderful retreat. Daily 
the cavalry begged to be allowed to go 
for the enemy in force to recover lost 
ground, but only once were they per- 
mitted to taste that soy at the village 
of Lassigny, which they passed and re- 
passed three. times. 

“The Germans made repeated efforts, 
which were always foiled, to capture the 
retreating transports. It had, however, 
many narrow escapes. At one point it 
escaped by a furious gallop, which en- 
abled the wagons to croés a bridge less 
than an hour ahead of the enemy. The 
engineers had mined the bridge and 
were waiting to blow it up. They sent 
a hurry-up call to the transport and the 
latter answered with alacrity. The 
bridge was blown up just in time to 
separate the two forces. 

“At Compiegne the brigade for the 
first time saw and welcomed their 
French brothers in arms.” 


MANY ©F ‘MISSING” ARE 
EPEXCTED TO FIGHT AGAIN. 


LONDON, Sept. 11.—The correspondent 
of the Daily Mail at Rouen has great 
hopes that many of the British num- 
bered in Gen. Sir John French's list of 
casualties will turn up again. He has 
every ground for expecting, he says, to 
see 4000 or more of these soon back on 
the firing line. 

“For the past two days,’”’ he says, “I 
have been informed while on a journey 
toward Paris that the Eleventh Hussars 
nc longer exist, yet it is certain that 
half of their 790 will soon appear. 


At nightfall of Sept. 2 the Bleventh 
Hussars, exhausted after four days’ 
fighting, slackened rein near Compeigne. 
They had experienced ill luck early in 
the day when taking 580 uhlans prisoners. 
Through this they had expected to get 
some remounts, but the Germans were 
worse off than they. 

“The Eleventh were to have a night's 
rest, screened by 10,000 fresher troops, 
but at 5 o'clock in the morning withou* 
warning shells burst over them anéd their 
horses stampeded, but to assert that the 
regiment was annihilated is to stretch 
the imagination. The same applies to 
the Dorset regiment. 

‘‘Meanwhile many hundred straggiers 
are giving good accounts of themselves. 
At Chantilly 6 of them, of all regiments, 
laid a quick-firing trap for a patrol of 
Germans. The enemy was allowed to 
pass one maxim concealed in a hedge 
and to ride on the muzzles of two others 
ahead. They were caught between the 
two fires and the British mowed them 
down. The survivors were taken prison- 
ers.’ 

The correspondent quotes other inci- 
dents to prove that stragglers are a 
force to be reckoned with. 


FRENCH FIVD 30 GYRMWMANS 
SOUND ASLEEP IN A BARN. 
PARIS, Sept. 11.—Duringe the third 
éay’s fighting in the battle on the 
Marne, a detachment of the French 
which had chased the enemy out of a 
village, was hailed by an old woman 
who led them to a barn where there 
were 30 Germans, telling them to make

PARIS, Sept. 1.—The diary of an En- 
glish soldier who fell in the retreat on 
Faris has been brought here. Some pass- 
“ges are: 

“The Germans came on in huge massa- 
es. Two thousand of us rained bullets 
at them, and as we had been taught to 
aim and not merely to shoot from the 
hip, they went down like wheat before 
the reaper. Did it bother them? Ap- 
parently not. They still came on like 
sheep to slaughter. 

‘“‘After dark we hear’ trumpets assem- 
bling them. The Germans lighted lan- 
terns to collect their men, and all we 
had to do was to fire at the lights. It 
was fun to see how often our bullets 
extinguished them. 

“By midnight it was estimated that 
18,000 British were holding 80,000 Ger- 
mans. As this was an impossible feat 
in daylight, we retired to a wood four 
miles away and slept two hours till 
dawn, when, would you believe it, the 
fame fellows rudely woke us up by 
shelling our cover. 

“T am not oversentimental, and I do 
not quail before either bullets or bay- 
onets, but I shall never forget the sight 
we saw in that wood. Hundreds of 
women and children were fleeing from 
surrounding villages in the early morn- 
ing. We protected them as best we 
could, but many were shot.”

“We only work for the wounded and 
this leaves us no time to busy ourselves 
with anything else,”’ sald one of the sur- 
geons, “‘but you may be sure that it 
is very painful to us to see 80 man’ 
wounded men.”

Correspondent From Berlin Says 
Emperor Counted on Attack 
in February and March. 


ROTTERDAM, ‘Sept. 11.—A._ special 
correspondent of the Nieuwe Rotter- 
dam Courant has arrived here: from 
Berlin after having tapped, appar- 
ently valuable private sources of in- 
formation. 

“When the Austrians ¢eclared their 
intention of sending a punitive expo- 
dition to Servia as the only way of 
ending -‘an ‘intolerable situation,” 
says the correspondent, “they asked 
if they could rely on’ Germany's as- 
sistance in case Russia aided Servia. 

“This was the question discussed 
at. the .Potsdam council. Military 
men there strongly recommended de- 
cided action. The Emperor was 
strongly against anything which 
might lead to war, but at the same 
time he thought that something 
ought to be done against Servia. 


‘Ultimately it was decided to as- 
sure Austria that she could reckon 
on Germany if her action against 
Servia brought any serious conse- 
quences. Neither the Emperor nor the 
Chancellor believed that the danger 
of a general war was 80. great be- 
cause they considered the.real dan- 
ger period to be in February and 
March, 1916, for the following rea- 
sons: 

“In 1916 the strategic railways of 
Poland could be ready, and although 
the Russian field artillery already 
was in good order, their siege equip- 
ment would not for 18 months be suf- 
ficiently good to attack the heart of 
Germany, protected as it was by 
great fortresses. . | 

‘The French, they believed, on the 
other hand, would in the course of 
1915 make good their deficiency in 
long-range artillery. Until 1916, 
therefore, they believed there was 
time. February and March, it was 
anticipated, would be chosen by the 
enemy because at» that time -most 
damage could be done to the grow- 
ing crops. Now.the harvest is al- 
ready nearly finished. 

“On these grounds the military. par- 
ticipants in the council favored 
strong action by the Austro-Germans, 
as they expected it would entangle 
the reckoning of their enemies.

2662 Passengers Arrive 
at New York From Europe

Detours Made Around Cities to 
Keep Movement From Be- 
coming Known. 


TORONTO, Ont., Sept. ll, (via Buf-

The Minister of Militia and 
Defense, the Hon. Sam Hughes, of- 
fered no explanation for this change 
of plans, but let the public infer 
that German cruisers had been report- 
ed in the Gulf of St. Lawrence. The

INSANE. GERMAN 
PLANNED 10 SHOOT 
AMERICAN ARTIST 


Demented Lieutenant Ordered 
Him Killed as Spy, but Plan 
Was Changed. 


Lawrence Stevens Saw Belgian 
Field Covered With Dead 
Just After Battle. 


By Associated Press. 
ROTTERDAM, via Londan, Sept. 11. 


Further experiences are related of 
the party of American  correspon- 


dents who have just arrived on 
Dutch soil after being held prisoners 
by the Germans in Belgium and 
France. 

Lawrence Stein Stevens, an Ameri- 
can artist, who was a fellow prisoner 
of the correspondents from Beau- 
mont to Aix-la-Chappelle, underwent 
a frightful ordeal at the hands of a 
demented German Lieutenant, who 
sentenced him to be shot ax an En- 
glish spy. 

Stevens left Brussels Aug. 24 in an 
automobile with King <Albert’s pho- 
tographer, Victor Hennebcard, and a 
with the in- 
tention of making sketches on the 
battlefield. Unknown to Stevens the 
Belgian correspondent carried a cam- 
era and the Red Cross insignia, in 
express violation of the rules of war. 

Seized by Demented Officer. 

At Laneffe, to the southeast of 
Charleroi, they met Belgian peasants 
fleeing from the fighting at Lobbes. 
Here Stevens was arrested by a Ger- 
nar Lieutenant and stripped of an 
American flag and all his possessions, 
save a fraternity pin. He was placed 
in a baggage wagon between two 
German guards and taken to the 
gendarmarie on the outskirts of the 
town. 

The Lieutenant prodded him with a 
gun which he had loaded, and at the 
same time informed him that if he 
stepped a foot in any direction he 
would be shot. The German soldiers 
significantly tapped their foreheads. in- 
dicating that the officer was not righ* 
in his mind. 

At dusk the American artist wa 
placed in a vile inner cell for an hour. 
He then was taken to an outer room, 
courtmartialed and sentenced to die até 
6 o’clock the next morning. He was led 
into the courtyard, where he was showr 
eight soldiers who would carry out his 
execution. 

When he expostulated he was struck 
by the Lieutenant and shoved into the 
prison, with his hands bound behind him 
and was seated in a camp chair, with 
two guards. His eight prospective exe- 
cutioners glept bétween’ him and the 
door and another guard stretched him- 
self in front of the doorway. 

Determining upon a plan of escape, 
Stevens wriggled his hands free from 
the rope which beund him and took off 
his* shoes. He decided to overturn the 
lamp and in the excitement to run into 
the orchard behind the building. A° 
this point a Prussian efficer entered and 
sat down to read a paper under the dim 
lemp, his knees touching Stevens. 

Saw Soldiers Digging Grave. 

Resigned to death, the American fell 
asleep, only to be awakened by the 
gleam of a searchlight. Light fell upon 
twe soldiers with pick and shovel, 
breaking ground in the courtyard for 
hig grave. 

At 5:56 o’clock in the morning the eight 
guards in the room strapped on their 
cartridge belts and loaded their guns. 
Stevens was ordered to fall in. Sud- 
denly the plans were changed, and in- 
stead of going to his death, Stevens was 
taken before Gen. von Arnim at the 
Chateau de Casteau. After being 
forced to march for two days with the 
Germans, Stevens was found by the 
American correspondents at Beaumont, 
where for two nights he slept in a small 
cell packed with French prisoners. 

Stevens saw the battlefield south of 
Lobbes, six hours after the engagement, 
when the French were driven out of the 
town up the slope into the wood. The 
ground was covered with French dead; 
the city was destroyed, the fields were 
massed with dead horses and cattle, 
field guns and musical instruments in 


confusion.

The Pope implored intercession for 
peace by the Virgin, whose nativity has 
just been celebrated, and expresses the 
hope that the beginning of his pontifi- 
cate will see the end of wars. 

‘Looking out upon the flock intrusted 
to our care,’’ Pope Benedict says, ‘‘the 
immense spectacle of a genéral war has 
struck us with unutterable horror and 
sadness. 

“When we see such a considerable 
portion of Europe devastated by fire 
and sword, and drenched with the blood 
of Christians. it is incumbent upon us 
to embrace all without distinction, lambs 
and sheep, in the arms of paternal char- 
ity, 

“We exhort most earnestly those who 
govern the destiny of the nations that 
they should bring themselves to a frame 
of mind whereby they may put aside 
all dissensions contrary to the welfare 
of humanity. 

“Let them ‘realize that there already 
is too much suffering and sorrow at- 
tached to this mortal life and that it 
should not be rendered more wretched 
or more sorrowful; let them realize haw 
much ruin and disaster already has 
been wrought and how much human 
blood already has been shed.S 

Addressing the heads of the nations, 
the Pope says: 

‘‘Hasten, therefore, to enter into a 
council of peace. Grasp the right hand 
of friendship and receive a special re- 
ward from God for yourselves and your 
nations and earn the greatest praise 
from the brotherhood of man.’’

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 1L—K. W. 
Watterson, a member of the general 
staff of the American Telegraph and 
Telephone Co., testifying today before 
the Public Service Commission, said 
the company paid, an 8 per cent divi- 
dend in 1913 and set aside a surplus of 
$11,000,000 out of dividends paid it from 
the stock of the Southwestern Tele- 
phone Co. (the Bell) and other sub- 

sidariés which it owns. 

This was the final session of the hear- 
ing on the proposed raise in phone rates 
in St. Louis by the Bell company. Wat- 
terson’s testimony was intended to con- 
vince the commission it should allow the 
charge of 4% per cent exacted by the 
holding company in return for the ren- 
tal of instruments and expert advice 
from its lega] accounting and engineer- 
ing departments. 

This charge, which cost the Bell 
company $94,459.91 in 1913, was worth 
about $350,000 to the local company, 
Watterson said, and cost the parent 
company approximately the amount 
charged for it. 

On crosa-examination by Commis- 
sioner Woerner, Watterson, reading 
from the year book of the A. T. & T. 
Co., testified that in 1918 the com- 
pany, besides paying 8 per cent divi- 
dends on its capital stock of $400,- 


.000,000 and setting aside a surplus of 


$11,000,000, paid the intérest on $3840,- 
000,000 of bonded indebtedness. 

Only 5 per cent of the capital of the 
A. T. & T. Co., he said, was invested 
in operating toll lines, the returns from 
which were a comparatively negligible 
quantity. -The remainder of the capital 
ls invested in subsidiary companies, 
from which practically all of the profits 
are derived. 

The cross examination by Woerner 
also developed the fact that the West- 
ern Electric Co., which manufactures 
a majority of telephone instruments and 
equipment in the United States and is 
the largest single producer in the world, 
is owned absolutely by the A. T. & 
T. Co. Watterson admitted the West- 
ern Electric Co. received but did. not 
pay for expert advice from the ‘'Gen- 
eral Staff,” for which the subsidiary 
telephone companies are charged 4% 
per cent on their gross incomes.

CHICAGO, Sept. 11—Women of Chi- 
cago, although limited as to the num- 
ber of offices to which their right of 
suffrage extended, did not overlook 
their opportunity to vote at the pri- 
maries Wednesday.

LOSS DUE TO FALSE 
STOCK VALUATIONS 


High Finance Bookkeeping Created 
Fictitious Condition; Deprecia- 
tion of $4,250,000 


OFFICIALS SOLD PART OF 


HOLDINGS BEFORE DECL:NE! 


Dividends Amounting to 


20 Per Cent a Year Were 


Paid by Institution, Partially With Money 
Borrowed on Securities of Railroad 
and Other Assets. 


An investigation into the col 
which for eight years was the 


lapse of the Bankers’ ‘l'rust Co., 
wonder of St. Louis financiers, 


discloses that a remarkable system of high finance bookkeeping 
created a fictitious financial condition which resulted in a ficti- 


tious value for its 25,000 shares 


of capital stock. The stock was 


quoted on the stock exchange for $190 a share on April 24, last. 
Six weeks ago, when the exchange closed on account of the Euro- 


pean war, the stock was selling 
of $4,250,000 in its market value. 
Hundreds of persons, mostly 


at less than $20, a depreciation 


in St. Louis and southeast Mis- 


souri, hold the stock, which they purchased at prices ranging from 


$100 to $295 a share. 
in February, 1913. 


‘The investigation included an audit of 
the trust company’s books by Wester- 
mann, Trader & Co., certified public ac- 
countants, and an appraisal of assets 
bY a committee composed of H, P. 
Hilliard, president of the Central Na- 
tional Bank; EB. M. Hubbard, cashier 
of Boatmen’s Bank, and George W. 
Clarkson, president of the Grand Ave- 


nue Bank. 
| In Hands of Commilsstoner. 


The trust company is now in the 
hands of State Bank Commissioner Mit- 
chell, who took charge of it after a re- 
ceivership suit. The trust company did 
not receive deposits, and its business 
consisted chiefly of railroad building, 
in owning bank stocks and in handling 
real estate transactions. 

The audit and appraisal and addi-, 
tional. facts disclose that the com- 
pany’s stock was maintained at a 
fictitious value through expert book- 
kecping, and that officers of the trust 
company sold tiarge blocks of thcir 
personal stock at a high valuation 
immediately before the affairs of the 
company were revealed to be in such 
shape that the atock rapidly declined 
tm walue from $190 a share to less 
than 820. 

The stock began to 
Stock Exchange May 1, when the usuai 
quarterly dividend of 4 per cent, which 
had been maintained for seven years, 
Was passed. Before that time it had 
Sold at $190 a share for several months. 
It dropped to $18 and then rapidly fell 
until within 10 days it was selling at 
$85. 

Memoranda taken from the ree 
ords of the company show that in 
the six months preceding the pass- 
ing of the dividends, Charlies S. 
Marsh, .vice-president of the com- 
pany and one of the active managers 
of its affairs, reduced his stockhold- 
ings from 475 shares to 269 shares, 
selling 206 shares, and that John E. 
Franklin, president, who in literature 
acnt out by the company was de- 
acribed as its “driving force,” re- 
duced his holdings between Novem- 
ber, 1913, and May 8, 1914, from 6028 
Shares to 5584 shares, selling 444 
shares of stock. 

On May 2, 1914, Franklin addressed a 
letter to the stockholders in an effort 
to calm the fears as to the solidarity of 
the Bankers’ Trust Co. In this letter he 
said: ‘‘We think to sell the stock at 
this time, at the present market quota- 
tions, is making a foolish sacrifice.”’

IN DARKEST ILLINOIS. 
We have seen how almost every effect of the 
European conflict has had its reflex in this 
country except the mortality to citizenship and 
property devastation. 

Has the harmonizing of political issues, due, 
perhaps, less to overpowering patriotic sentt- 
¢ | ment than to the subordination to war of all 
other interests and incentives, also its reflex here 
at home? Does the fight on the machine, on: mo 
nopoly, on invisible government and all the un- 
worthiness invisible government implies seem 
inconsequential to us compared with the issues 
in behalf of which myriads of human lives are 
being sacrificed abroad? 

Boss Roger C. Sullivan’s nomination seems to 
indicate that it does. Hearstism complicated the 
issue. A result in which the 50,000 majority 
in Cook County was essential to the victory 
might have been explained by the strength of 
the machine organization in Chicago. But Boss 
Sullivan would have won by the votes of Illinois 
Democracy outside of Cook County. 

His nomination just at the moment when ap- 
preciation of* Mr. Wilson amounts almost to 
apotheosis {s one of the most ironic of political 
paradoxes. If President Wilson represents the 
Democracy of Illinois, surely Roger Sullivan mis 
represents it. About everything for which the 
notorious franchise grafter, gas magnate ‘and 
political machinist stands.is opposed by the ad- 
ministration. His election in November would 
mean the beginning of reaction in progressive 
Democracy. It would discredit the newly con- 
ferred privilege of popular election of Senators. 

In nominating Sullivan, Democracy has surely 
rendered it easier for Cannon and Rodenberg and 
every other repudiated old stand-patter in IIli- 
nois to “come back.” Senator Lawrence Y. 
Sherman’s election is mate possible with little 
effort and expense. 

In the days of Gov. Tanner and the odious 
Humphrey bill, Sherman was closely allied with 
the G. O. P. machine. He has shown advance 
in liberal sentiment since then. From almost 
every viewpoint he is to be preferred to Sulli- 
vun. Defeat of the gas boss in November may 
seem as essential to good government in Illinois, 
particularly Chicago, as the unseating of that 
other favorite of the bipartisan machine, Boss 
Lorimer. ; 

In what state other than darkest Illinois, with 
its Chicago and its warring Democratic elements, 
could a boss of the Sullivan type have won by 
so huge a majority in these times of the great- 
est prevalence of Wilson ideals? 
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THE GREAT BATTLE RAGBS. 
The tide of battle appears to have set against 


the German invading forces. 

Their “arrow head” has crumbled and strong 
repulses on their right jeopardize that portion 
of their army, which is between the pressures of 
powerful attacks on two sides. 

Yet nothing “decisive” can be interpreted from 
even the official French version of the conflict 
this morning. The armies oppose each other in 
a zigzag line, with acute angles at each end— 
with danger to the right wings of both armies, 
and German reinforcements to be thrown against 
the French right. That the latter is in danger 
of being doubled back upon itself is evident, 
though less imminent thah the danger to the Ger- 
man right. 

The silence of Berlin at this writing is even 
stronger evidence of the extent of German re- 
verses than is provided in French official an- 
nouncements. 

But, however indecisive is the available news of 
the moment, behind the news is the evident fact 
that a general engagement of virtually the entire 
forces of both armies on French soil is raging— 
and the certainty that from the general test must 
speedily come a profoundly decisive, though not 
conclusive, result. The theater of war is too small 
to permit of the postponement of a great, decisive 
test between millions of troops literally crowded 
upon each other.

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WHAT IS EMERGENOY CURRENOY FOR?

High School Teachers’ Salaries. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The salary question among the school] teachers 
ef St. Louis, especially among the high-school 
teachers, has been a much-discussed question the 
past year. The question is not so much what they 
can get along with, but what they deserve, in the 
light of conditions in the other large cities of 
the United States. Such conditions as the follow- 
ing have aroused dissatisfaction; and a dissat- 
isfied corps will do the best work. 

1. The maximum scale for St. Louls high schoo! 
teachers is, generally speaking, $500 to $1000 less 

. than that of New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Beston, Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Newark, Jersey 
City, Previdence, Denver, Worcester Lowell. It 
will be neticed that several of these cities are 
the same sise or smaller than St. Louis. 

3. While the salary of lower rank high school 
feachers was raised some four years ago, the 
maximum salary of the highest rank was not 
changed, and has not been materially, if at all, 
changed for many years, notwithstanding a; 
marked tncrease in the cost of living. Yet the 
assistant principal's salary was raised $500, so 
that he gets almost $1000 more than the highest 
ranking teachers—men and women of large schol- 
arship and often wide and varied erperience. 

3. The principals of the St. Louis high schools 
get almost double that of the highest ranking 
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BOIL ALL DRINKING WATER. 

The precaution taken by the Board of Educa- 
tion in shutting off the city water from the pub- 
lic school fountains will be nullified if the chil- 
dren and their families continue to drink the wa- 
ter at home unboiled. 

The presence of dangerous germs in the city 
water has been proved. If this water, unboiled, 
is not fit for the children to drink, it is not fit for 
anyone to drink without being sterilized. 

All who value their health will do well to boil 
water for table use. This will involve a little ex- 
tra work, but it will insure against disease. The 
emergency will probably be of short duration.

The 
narrative covering the period from Aug. 21, the 
date of the landing, to Aug. 28, was not given to 
the public until Sept. 10, when the freshest of 
the news it contained was two weeks old and 
some of it nearly three weeks old. 

The matter in the report justifies the vigorous 
protest of the London press against the absurdity 
of the British censorship. The leading features 
of the four-day battle that began on Aug. 28 were 
known early in London. Why could not descrip- 
tions of the fighting at Mons and Maubeuge and 
Cambrai and St. Quentin have been printed within 
24 or at the most, 48 hours after it had taken 
place? 

Why especially could not the world have been 
supplied with definite details of Gen. Horace 
Smith-Dorrien’s great rear-guard action of Aug. 
26, fought when he was practically surrounded by 
the enemy? Due discretion about indicating too 
closely the location of positions would not have 
detracted from the news value of press descrip- 
tions. Contemporaneous accounts by hewspaper 
observers of the aeroplane corps’ work which 
Gen. French praises so highly would have sup- 
plied no information the enemy did not know al- 
ready.

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Two New Dances by the Best Masters 
Will Be Seen Everywhere I his Winter 
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One Is Called La Russe and 
the Other Is the Hungar- 
ian Social Dance, Both 


Charming and Appar- 
ently Not Difficult to 


Learn. - 


a ,HAT are we going to dance this 
W winnter, and how are we going 
to dance jt? 

That highly agitating question has 
just been settled once for all in the 
terpsichorean supreme court—the Ameri- 
can Society of Professors of Dancing, 
which has just concluded its thirty-sev- 
e:ith annual convention in the East. 


In any brief resume two points stand 
cut prominently: First, the favorite ball- 
room dances of last winter, the tango 
the hesitation and the maxixe, will be 
as popular as ever this year, but each 
of them will be reduced to a simplified 
and standardized form. And, second, 
two brand-new dances will be seen ev- 
erywhere, both invented by Gotham 
dancing masters. One of these dances 
is called La Russe; the other is the 
Hungarian Social Dance. 


But first, what’s going to happen to 
our old friends, Tango & Co.? 

If you would be up to the min- 

ute in your dancing, avoid the dip. 
Hold your partner loosely. Den’t 
dance with heads touching or 
close together. There must be no 
swinging of the upper part of the 
body. Finally, remember that it is 
entirely possible—and much bet- 
ter form—to tango to classical 
music instead of ragtime. 
Properly danced, the tango  con- 
Sists of four steps. The first is a 
march step. This is followed by the 
cortes and double cortes. Cortes is 
Spanish and means literally ‘cut.” In 
dancing it denotes a short step. The 
third step in the tango is el medie 
duna, the half-moon, to perform which 
the dancers move in a semi-circle. The 
fourth and last step is el passio. 

In the standardized maxixe 
there are eight movements. The 
first is the promenade; the sec- 
ond, the single arch, where each 
dancer raises ené arm above his 
head, the hand clasping that of 
his partner; the third movement 
is the skating step, a long, slid- 
ing step; the fourth movement is 
the twining skating step. In the 
fifth movement, called la coquette, 
each partner dances a few steps 
to one side of the other while the 
hands remain clasped. The sixth 
movement is the double arch, 
where all four arma are raised; 
the seventh movement, the spin- 
ning step, the eighth and final 
movement is maxixe itself. 

The hesitation has only four figures 
—first, the side hesitation; secand, the 
forward hesitation; third, the butterfly, 
a weaving movement from side to side, 
and fourth, one hesitation step, three 
waltz steps and a turn. 

These are the three standard forms 
of the three standard ballroom dances. 
The fox trot is simply a modified tur- 
key trot, and it is doubtful if it will 
be danced to any great extent this 
winter. The lu lu fado is a variation 
of the maxixe and will have a certain 
amount of popularity. La furlana and 
ta tao are better adapted to exhibition 
purposes than to the ball-room. 

La Russe, one of the two new dances, 
will probably sweep the ballrooms next 
winter. There is more than a hint of 
militarism in the tense vigor of La 
Russe steps. Its originator describes it 
thus: 

The first movement is three march 
steps and one long swift step; the sec- 
ond movement consists of elght short, 
quick turns; the third movement, four 
long, swift steps and a stamp; and,

ward. La Russe is based on the one 
step and on Russian dance steps. 

The Riverside onestep dancers also 
will enjoy. It involves only the three 
simplest dancing positions, the open, 
the waltz and the side. In this dance 
the first movement is forward and 
backward in the open position. In the 
second movement the dancers take the 
waltz position and dance sidewise and 
to the left. They slip into the side posi- 
tion for the third movement, dancing 
forward and back at right angles to the 
previous position, glide, pivot, turn and 
repeat. 

But though La Russe is military, 
the Hungarian Society dance is even 
more so. Its most distinguishing fea- 
ture is called the Chikos, which jis noth- 
ing more nor less than a soldier’s sharp 
bringing together of his heels for at- 
tention. 

The first movement of _§ this 
dance consists of three short steps 
and an audible tap with the heel, 
twice repeated. Then take twe 
running steps and bring the heels 
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together twice in the chikos. 
Them each partner must turn 
away from the other and do the 
same steps separately, one hand 
behind the head, the other placed 
smartly on the hip. Then each 
awings twice to the left, they 
meet in the open position and 
dance forward, hussar fashion, 
They two-step to one side, click 
heels again for the chikos, turn 
quickly and dance forward, back- 
ward and sideways in the Hun- 
garian trot. To make the dance 
most effective the music should 
be played rather slowly. 

It sounds complicated, perhaps, but 
tt really isn’t, and it somehow com- 
bines gypsy glee with ballroom grace 
and seemliness. It’s really the pret-
